THE APPROAOH TO PEKING, 
“Tho following racy description of the 
approach to Poking. is takon from a book 
lately isened as ‘one ‘of the Arrowsmith’s 
Bristol Library series (to which Called Back 
and other of Elugh Coyway’s works belong) 
ontitled Phe Lovely. ang. , Lhe book is by 
the Hon: Lowis Wingliold, who visited thu 
Far East a short timp ugo, and ia dedicated 
at. Nikko, Japan, to 1H. P. Tennant and A, 
Gibb, of Foochow, who, says tho author, 
‘made my sojourn in. the Foh-kien Pro- 
vince a pleasant memory. ‘for life.’. The 
book ia racily written throughout, and con- 
taing a vorg plensant story ;— 3 

The spproach to Peking is as unsatisfac- 
tory asthe city, whon reached, is diverting, 
A Chinaman, ia conjuring upon his mental 
retina a city, figures to himeelf a tortuous 
labyrinth of nerrow paths, rather than of 
streets, darkened by averhanging enves 
that almost touch ; the intervening crack of 
blue. being sometimes quite shut out by 
mais or canvas awnings, Hoe sees the seeth- 
ing, over-populated ant hill—sometimes in 
trath ahill, sometimes a’ flat place, some- 
times a sloping mest upon a mountainside 
—in all cases protected by ramparts, Tho 
three cities of Peking are each surrounded 
by a.wall, of immense hoight and thickness 
the fitst within the sccund; the second 
within the -third, In other respects it 
reagmbles no other city, in Ohina or in the 
world. G 


‘Across the monotonous lovel of an inter- 
minable oxpanss, half mud, half sand, you 
ride for days, anmatimes along a rough rais- 
od track, sometimes across a field of miser- 
able barley or millot. The Peiho river— 
au evil, uncomely waterway, besot by shift- 
ing treacherous sands—meanders in and 
out, ‘and raund and round; and up and, 
down its couree painfully labour junks, 
towed slowly along by strings of coolies, 
except when—daily occurrence—they stop, 
atuck fast on shoals, 


Sometimes you nre bewildered as by a 
multitude of rivers; for, look where you 
will—around, on every sida—you can see 
toats with flags and sails of tawny matting 
pasring abnve the crops. Tis but the sad 
Peiho, which is bent on occupying oa much 
space as possible, disgusting the impatinnt 
voyager with ita ngolesd windings, Oh, 
the burcing heat and lidless glare of that 
disteessful plain! You pass through many 
villayes-—squalid assemblages of poverty, 
atricken mud-hats, each with its palisade 
of tall bamboos, which encluse a spacu of 
mire on which attenuated hens, half-starved 
dogs, and dirty naked children gambol. 
Atshort intervals along the way aro erec- 
tions, by courtesy called toa-houses, in 
front of which aro rows of water-pails for 
uso of passing quadrcupeds. 

Square shrods of riggeu mat Autter from 
four bamboos ; under which. he who wills 
may squat‘and sip a weak straw liquor ott 
of filthy cups, or batton ona mosa of garlic. 
Ho will not bo permitted to enjoy these 
delicacies in peace though; for swarms of 
beggars will rise a3 from the ground, and,. 
banging heads in dust, will clumorously. 
tussle for alms. Tussle—not boy, or even 
implore. ‘ 

alf nudo—some clothed in naught but 
ditt of many years—displaying very 
variety of frightful disease, including 
leprosy, they cling with fuul nails to your 
garments, ag a flying-fox hangs to a branch, 
and refuse to bo beaten off except by rods, 
Tho dificult feat accomplished, they guash 
tecth, shake grimy fiata‘and threaten, and 
brouk into torrents of reviling, 

Verily, before your juurncy ia half over, 
you will strain your eyes till they are 
bloodshot, as in search, of a promiacd ‘land 
--and vainly, for long, will you scan the 
horizon, At iret nothing “but villages 
where Squator holds her court, or the 
weariful Peiho—stretches. of poor crops, 
more villayes—then a suggestion of dim 
mountaing looming, liko mirnge, hnzily. 
By-and-by, a thin atrip of fresher zreou— 
tho merest line—then a pagoda and some 
trees, and then clusters of tombs half buri- 
edin the corn—tall tablets of grey stone, 
each supported on tho back of a weird, 
gigantic tortoise. : 

_ Little by tittle one becomes aware of a 
distinct change in tho inhabitants, The 
men are‘ exceeding tall, well-built and 
comely, with faces less yellaw than at 
Foochow : women, though unpainted, whito 
and ruddy; their hair. trimmed,. with 
resinous vil, into samblance of a ladle, 
adorred with immonse paper flowers of a 
garish tintgeach ona long wire, Thoro is 
a pleasant amile, tov, on both men and 
women, unlike tho self-sufficiont simper of 
the south, Most of the field-woron, you 
will be surprised to see, have feet half- 
pinched. 

Tn the south ‘tis the ladies of rank who 
erush their feet, while the poasants are. 
largo-footod. In the north ‘tis exactly the 
reverse ; for here the lower classes are Chi- 
nese, the higher purely ‘Tartar... Indeed, 

. the feet of Peking ladies seom of abnormal 
size; for their flat shoes are furnished with 
apatten which accentuates their flatness 
and raises them two inches oif.the ground. 

Clusters of houses, tombs, malodorous open 
drains ; umbrageous trees, with naked men 
asleep under the shade; but, aa yet, no 
capital, or sien of it, * 

Gradually the dust beoomos more dense 
and black; wayfarers more frequent and 
more grimy. Riders on donkeys and. fine 
mules become more numerous, each wear- 
ing a five-sided hat. What is yonder tower. 
ing object darkling through the dust] A 
fortress overtopping the trees? No. A 
huge square block, with high-pitched yellow 
roof—the gate, at last, of Peking! 

‘Peking at last—and yet not Peking. Tt 
is tha southern gate of tho Chinese city, be- 
youd which you have five miles yot to ride 
before reaching the Tartar town. 
the Chincse gate, houses stragyle, rudely 
‘arranged more or less in rawa—a rudiment- 
ary city, with yreat uneven wastes, resein- 
bling Soalgummed commons, whereon perch 
-bosths and shows, and butches for. eating 
and merchandise. 

Along thia road space ia of little moment. 
Bootha for sale of medicines, iced drink, 
fragments -of cheap finery, . are: dropped 
- down anywhere. Boothsofitinerant dontists, 
adorned with fesioons of teeth, and- full 
steel imploraeuts. ‘-Movablo theatres, edifi- 
ces of matting, stand right across the roada.
